1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach, disclose, or suggest the claimed limitations of (in combination with all 
other limitations in the claim), a data transfer apparatus for transferring data to a device 
comprising bandwidth calculating means for calculating a bandwidth base on a performance of a 
predetermined device among plural devices; first channel ensuring means for ensuring a channel 
having the calculated bandwidth; second channel ensuring means for ensuring a channel 
corresponding to the data transfer in accordance with a data transfer request for transferring the 
data to another device if the destination of the data transfer is not set to the predetermined device, 
wherein the first channel ensuring means ensures the channel before each of a data transfer 
request for transferring the data to the predetermined device and a data transfer request for 
transferring the data to the other device is issued as claimed in claim 1. Similar features are 
claimed in claims 20, 39, 62, and 65. Therefore, claims 20, 39, 62, and 65 are allowable over the 
prior art of record for the same reasons.
